Reporting on his impressions of 
his four-months stay in the United 
States and Canada, Dr. Weizmann 
said he believes that the young 
Jews in the United States will re- 
spond enthusiastically to any re- 
cruiting call for a Jewish army. 
“The sky is the limit as far as 
these young American Jews are 
concerned,” he stated. 


A demand that the British gov- 
ernment adopt a more positive at- 
titude on the policy of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine was 
foreshadowed in an interview with 
Dr. Weizmann appearing in the 
Manchester Guardian, Stressing 
the fact that high official quarters 
in Washington shares the views of 
the Jewish leaders on Palestine, 
Dr. Weizmann stated that hitherto 
Zionist circles had refrained from 
demanding a declaration on the 
Palestine question in order not to 
embarrass the British government 
during the grave war crisis. 


But now, said Dr. Weizmann, in 
view of the improved war situa- 
tion and the willingness of Ameri- 
ean Jewry to “bear the brunt of 
the burden in alleviating the mis- 
ery of countless European Jews,” 
it has become vitally necessary 
that American Jews be given some 
indication as to where “their un- 
fortunate brethren can go.”

Jews In Polish Ghettoes 
Keep Stiff Upper Lip; 
Use Cemetery For Park

NEW YORK—Iron-handed Nazi 
rule has not broken the spirit of 
the Jews in the Nazi-made ghetto 
of Warsaw, according to news- 
paper reports received from Po- 
land and described in the current 
issue of the “Contemporary Jewish 
Record,” the bi-monthly publica- 
tion of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 


Cut off from the outside world 
by eight-foot brick walls and carry- 
ing on their daily lives under the 
most severe restrictions yet im- 
posed by the Nazis on the con- 
quered people of Europe, 450,000 
Polish Jews crowded into the 
ghetto nevertheless show “no trace 
of groveling before the Nazis.” 
Instead, “national pride is empha- 
sized, and faith in humanity and 
the brotherhood of mankind is kept 
alive,” the article says. 


One of the most difficult ques- 
tions of recent months was that of 
providing recreation in the narrow 
confines of the ghetto. According 
to the Nazis’ original plan, the 
Jewish cemetery was to be outside 
of the limits of the ghetto. Nego- 
tiations resulted in the exchange of 
several streets for this cemetery, 
which in addition now serves as a 
park.

| HAVE just heard of the case of the late Mr. 

Zilch. (It has to do with the matter in Louis- 
ville where, as recently reported in this column 
disapprovingly, a number of the congregations 
had agreed to withhold the services of Israel from 
people who were not affiliated with synagogues.) 


Take the case of Mr. Zilch. My informant began 
with the purpose of proving that the Louisville 
idea is all right. He is—or was—a hypothetical 
Zilch but here and there a citizen may recognize 
him as an old familiar. . . . “Yes, this Mr. Zilch 
looked a great deal like me,” some one, here and 
there, may say. 

I am not giving Mr. Zilch an address. He may 
have lived in Cincinnati, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Minneapolis, Nashville. No! He was not particu- 
larly a Louisville Zileh. 

Mr. Zilch was a Jew. This is to say, he always 
felt Jewish when he heard of anti-Semites being 
close by. When he heard of a hotel in Florida 
that had a sign up against a Jew he grew hot and 
felt very Jewish. He was so aware of anti-Semi- 
tism that he suspected it even where it didn’t 
exist. 

(The year his child wasn’t promoted in school 
he was sure it was on account of the anti-Sem- 
itism of the teacher.) 

In short, Mr. Zilch felt Jewish largely because 
of the pain. 

Not that he did much about it. When they 
came around to get his contribution in the wel- 
fare drives he was grudging. . . . “What good 
is this doing?” he asked. “Why, when we went 
to a hotel in Florida last winter you should have 
seen that snooty clerk. He said he didn’t have 
any more rooms.” . . . In the end Mr. Zilch gave 
$5 to the drive. 

You see, his pain of being Jewish was some- 
thing like his toothache or-the pain of his corn 
when his shoe pressed upon his toe. It was an 
individual pain altogether. It had nothing to do 
with the common pain of a people, with anything 
social. 

The day after he gave $5 to the welfare drive 
Mr. Zilch acquired his new $1,500 car which, un- 
happily, he was not able to enjoy very long, con- 
sidering his untimely death. 

a * ok 

Mr. Zilch, indeed, had little if anything to do 
with the Jewish life of the community, beyond its 
private social convocations. He was a good hand 
at bridge and much in demand at many of the 
tables about his town. In this skill he was ex- 
celled only by his wife at mah jong. Mr. Zilch 
was Jewish because of the pain and because of 
the pressure that pushed him into exclusive asso- 
ciation with Jews. 

He was not affiliated with any Jewish body and 
said that belonging to a synagogue was all hooey 
as far as he was concerned. The time they came 
to him to ask him to join he said he wasn’t inter- 
ested. None of his money was going to pay the 
salary of a rabbi; his money, he said, would go 
only to help Jews who needed it. 

But, Oscar, they said to him, a man has got 


to take his share of common duty. At this he 
grew angry. . . . “I let you go your way and you 
just let me go mine.” 

On Yom Kippur, though, he briefly attended 
Synagogue services. He said he may as well do 
this one day a year. Then there was jahrzeit. 
He went to the synagogue on the evening of that 
occasion because he felt his mother would want 
him to do it. (Mr. Zilch really had some excellen: 
qualities and I am not trying to make him out 
just a plain, unvarnished, thorough-going Zilch. 
I am giving him to you just as he was given to 
me. I am not so spotless myself that I can point 
with too much scorn at the spots on Mr. Zilch.) 

It should be said that Mr. Zilch paid promptly 
for all the things that comforted him—for his 
auto, for his case of liquor, for his wife’s genuine 
ivory mah jong set, for sending his children to 
camp. However, he had no feeling that he owed 
anything as a social being. 

Well, it came time to bury Mr. Zilch. In the 
last moments before burial he was joined to the 
Jewish fold in heaven. The rabbi was a very 
kindly man and when Mrs. Zilch asked him to 
bury her husband he didn’t argue the matter 
at all. 

Yet he felt certain qualms as he spoke the 
final words for Mr. Zilch. He had to bite his 
tongue to keep from uttering what he really 
meant to say. 

“This man,’ ’he should have liked to say, “comes 
to join us now that he dead. As if Judaism were 
a religion for the dead, not a way of life. I re- 
member him saying you go your way and I’ll go 
mine, but now in his last hour on the earth he 
goes along with us. 

“TI could have respected him more had he con- 
tinued to the last to go the lonely way he chose 
for himself during his life-time. It is all rather 
ludicrous—this last minute haste to get into para- 
dise on a free pass. . 

“IT am not begrudging him this and, in fact, 
I wish him the eternal bliss: that we are told is 
for the righteous But, my friends, it is a question 
in my mind whether a man who scorned the reli- 
gious house of Israel in his life-time should be 
taken into it when he is dead. 

“Shouldn’t we say to him, Sir, you had not part 
in Jewish religious life and isn’t it impertinence 
in you to demand a share of it now that you are 
dead? You can’t call this excommunication since 
you excommunicated yourself long ago.” 

The rabbi did not say these things. Instead he 
spoke charitably of Mr. Zilch and commended him 
to the Most High. 

* + * 

“And that’s the situation,” said my informant 
who is in favor of withholding the rites of Juda- 
ism from those who refused to affiliate with the 
institutions of Jewish religion. The idea is not 
to keep people from being buried right but to 
emphasize the importance of Judaism as a way 
of life.
